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THE ISSUE OF FREEDOM 
A recent editorial in Liberty said: “Our p i­ 
oneer ancestors were determined to be free men. 
Th ey wanted th e p riv ilege of guiding th eir own 
destiny , of forming th eir own gov ernment, of 
liv ing th eir own liv es in accordance with th e 
dictates of th eir conscience and intelligence. And 
th ey v alued th eir citizensh ip , th e Constitutional 
righ ts delegated to th em. As citizens th ey were 
far better informed about th eir gov ernment th an 
we are today . We were born into it. It h as come 
to us th rough inh eritance. And like th e idle 
sh iftless sons of rich men, h av ing made no sac­ 
rifices for our liberties, we v alue th em ligh tly . 
And p erh ap s much of th e freedom we now enjoy 
may be lost before we awaken to th e dangers 
th at now confront us.” 
Too many Americans p ay no attention to gov ­ 
ernm ent. Th ey accep t th e p rop osal and p assage 
of laws th a t are op p osed to both th e letter and 
sp irit of th e Constitution w ith out comp laint. 
Th ey watch th e growth of p olitical bureaucracy , 
and th e centralization of p olitical p ower, w ith ­ 
out th e sligh test regard as to w h at th a t may do 
to our institutions. 
Recent decisions of th e Sup reme Court in th e 
NRA and oth er cases h av e, it is to be h op ed, 
h elp ed to focus a measure of p ublic attention on 
th e issue of freedom v ersus p olitical dictator­ 
sh ip . If America is to be m aintained as a free 
democracy , th e h ome of free men, ev ery citizen 
must do h is p art to keep it so. He must realize 
th a t th ere can be no temp orizing with th ose 
wh o would ch ange our sy stem of gov ernment — 
ev en as th ere can be no comp romise between in­ 
div idualism and socialism, communism or fas­ 
cism.

\ material th ese day s — m aterial th a t is both ab- 
! so rbing and ap p alling.

To p in interest is th e Italian-Eth iop ian em- 
bro glio , wh ich p rogresses steadily toward war — 
mo st observ ers th ink actual h ostilities will start 
in the fall. Premier Mussolini does most of h is 
I;speaking from gun-carriages a t p resent — and 
Hhis rem arks are th e most war-like in p ost-war 
histo ry . On th e oth er side of th e fence, black 
.Empero r Haile Selassie p ledges th e life of ev ery 
o ne o f h is subjects to th e defense of Eth iop ian 
indep endence. In th e meantime, foreigners are 
ev acuating Addis Ababa, Eth iop ian cap ital, on 
the adv ice of th eir consular rep resentativ es. 
If war comes, Eth iop ia will h av e two adv an­ 
tages — it will be able to m uster an army of sev ­ 
eral million men accustomed to th e almost in­ 
credibly h ard country in wh ich th ey liv e. 
(A 
recent book on Eth iop ia bears th e title, “Th e 
Hell Hole of Creation,” and v isitors to Eth iop ia 
say th a t descrip tion is not ex aggerated.) On th e 
o ther h and, it h as no artillery worth y of th e 
name, only a few out-of-date airp lanes, and 
eten lacks modern rep eating m ilitary rifles. 
Italy is of course equip p ed in up -to-th e-m inute 
military sty le, with th e latest in mach ine guns, 
tanks, field guns, rifles, gas, etc. Military auth or­ 
ities are confident sh e will win — th ough at a 
terrific cost of life, and ov er a longish p eriod of 
time. 
The p roblem is furth er comp licated now by 
the ap p earance of Jap an with a warning to Italy 
that Nip p on intends to keep h er Eth iop ian m ar­ 
kets. Jap an is as much a first-class m ilitary p ow­ 
er as Italy — and Mussolini doesn’t w ant trouble 
with h er.
